for him to resign at that position if he 
should decide to file for the sheriff race. 
The last day for filing for a place on the 
ballot in primary and general elections 
is Feb. 7, at 6 p.m. 


French first entered office as a peace 


justice on Jan. 1,1963. He was elected to 
a new term in 1970 and this term will not 
expire until 1974. 


"At this time,""'French commented 


today, "I would like to express my 
gratitude to the voters of Precinct I for 
having elected me for three terms to 
office.

He has worked in the law enforcement 


field for the past 20 years in Navarro 
County. The first 11 years were as bailiff 
in district court while a deputy with the 
sheriff's department, and the past nine 
years have been as Justice of the Peace. 


Jobless Rate 
Up in Texas 
In November 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — The Texas 


Employment Commission reported 
Saturday that 4.3 per cent of the state's 
labor force was looking for work in 
November, a rise from October. 


Unemployment in October was 3.7 per 


cent of the labor force. 


November's joblessness was slightly 


higher than the 4.2 per cent posted in 
November 1970. 


There were "many more entrants into 


the labor force than could be absorbed 
by existing job openings," the TEC said. 


Between mid-October and mid- 


November, 1,700 factory jobs were lost, 
the agency reported.

Something of a minor mystery 


surrounding a case under investigation 
here by the Texas Department of Public 
Safety appears to have been partially 
solved. Until late Saturday, alleged 
charges of driving a vehicle with fic- 
titious license plates appeared to have 
gotten lost in the shuffle of law en- 
forcement. 


The Daily Sun Friday received in- 


formation that an allegedly stolen 
vehicle had been confiscated by the 
Texas Department of Public Safety and 
was being stored at Hair and Haynie 
Wrecker Service pending investigation. 


Sgt. J.F. Scott, head of the DPS office 


here, said Friday that no theft charges 
had been filed in connection with the 
case. 


According to Scott, a Navarro County 


man bought a wrecked pickup truck as 
salvage and repaired it, intending to 
make a wrecker out of it. The man who 
sold the vehicle to the Navarro County 
man promised to get him the title to the 
vehicle but the title never arrived. 


The Navarro County man, according 


to the Sergeant, wanted to use the 
vehicle in his business, but, without a 
title to register it, the vehicle could not 
legally travel the highways. So, the local

Q: I called the telephone company 


here recently asking how much it would 
cost to advertise something in the yellow 
pages and they told me they couldn't tell 
me their rates on the phone. Can Act-Sun 
find out for me? (W.E.) 


A: It's not that simple. Manager Gerry 


Rogers says the telephone company has 
to know exactly what you have in mind 
as rates vary according to what the 
yellow page advertisement would entail. 
Yellow Page advertising is handled by a 
special department out of Dallas. The 
local company sets up an appointment 
with Yellow Page personnel and the 
prospective advertiser and determines 
just what the customer wants, lays out 
the dummy ad and informs the customer 
what the charge would be. It takes a 
"personal interview" by Yellow Page 
specialists to ascertain exactly what the 
customer wants and this is the primary 
reason the telephone office here couldn't 
quote you "rates" as they didn't know 
from what you said what you had in 
mind, and it isn't handled by local office 
personnel per se. If you will give them 
the chance to set vip the interview with 
Yellow Page personnel all information 
you desire can thus be obtained, 
Manager Rogers savs. 


Q: Can a Corsicana police officer 


accept a reward? I noticed an ad 
recently in the Daily Sun where a local 
business offered a reward to anyone for 
the apprehension and conviction of 
burglars 
caught burglarizing his 


business. (L.O.L.) 


A: Yes, as fas as Police Chief Don 


Massey can determine, there is no state 
law nor city ordinance prohibiting 
payment of a reward, voluntaily offered, 
to a policemen. Chief Massey called the 
Texas Attorney General's Office in 
Austin and also checked with an expert 
on municipal law with the Texas League 
of Municipalitites in Austin on this 
question. There is no ordinance 
regulation against it in Corsicana, and 
there has been no administrative policy 
by the chief of police in the 12 years 
Massey has been in the department, nor 
does he have a department policy 
against it.

The Navarro Junior College Board of 


Trustees, in another short-and-sweet 30- 
minute session Monday at 5 p.m. in the 
administration building conference 
room, approved without comment the 
audit first presented at the December 
meeting. 


The report, prepared by Corsicana 


accountant Philip W. De Franco, 
reflected funds of $1,458,839 and ex- 
penditures of $1,421,136 as of Aug. 31, 
1971, as released in the December 
session. 


Present and giving rapid approval to 


all questions were Board President 
Leighton Dawson and Members James 
Edwin Davis, Jimmy Hooser, Homer 
Carroll, and Oliver Albritton. 


Administrators present for the coffee- 


and-pie meeting were NJC President Dr. 
Ben Jones and college fiscal officer Joe 
Pat Donaldson. 


Following Dr. Jones's comment that 


"I think everything is more or less 
routine now.", the board earlier ap- 
proved, with little comment, the 
financial statement covering receipts 
and disbursements from Sept. 1, 1971, 
through Dec. 31, 1971, and reflecting 
total cash receipts of $843,180.55 and 
total disbursements of $451,419.26, 
leaving a bank balance (dated Dec. 20, 
1971) of $241,761.29 and investments of 
$150,000.00 for a total balance of 
$391,761.29. 


The break-down of receipts includes 


$496,406.25 from state appropriations, 
$103,902 from state reimbursements, 
$540.53 from federal funds, $66,127.93 
from taxes, $107,905.50 from tuition and 
fees, $8,490.62 from "miscellaneous" 
and car registration, $4,265.25 from the 
student aid fund, $25,382.47 from dor- 
mitory rent, and $30,160 in plant funds. 


Receipts in the current month were 


$250,164.66, which, added to the 
November balance of $284,649.81, ac-* 
count for the current total cash of

Current accounts payable, lumped 


with the September-December financial 
statement and approval of the minutes 
of the December meeting in board ac- 
tion, totaled $14,249.50. 


Major items on the accounts payable 


list included $1,522 for baritone horn and 
sousaphones with cases; $644 for a 
projector for the library; $443.70 for 
supplies for the Business and Data 
Processing Dept.; five lots of books for 
the library totaling $1,376.52, plus rental 
of a copier and supplies for the library 
amounting to $148.82; Lone Star Gas Co. 
services for November at $457.07; Texas 
Power and Light Co. services for 
November at 
$3,379.25; 
$442.40 for 


equipment and supplies for the Art and 
Drafting Dept.; Southwestern Bell Co. 
services for November at 
$825.22; 


$364.80 for films and projector for the 
Economics Dept.; $367.18 for equipment 
and supplies for the Biology Dept.; 
$274.31 for Water and Sanitary Dept. 
services for November; $442.70 for 
Maintenance Dept. supplies; $300 for 
hats for the Drill Team; and $404.40 for 
supplies for November from the NJC 
Bookstore. 


Dr. Jones noted a change in tuition 


fees ordered by the last Texas 
Legislature, whereby students now pay 


$4 per semester hour, which means that 
a student carrying the normal load of 15 
hours will pay $60 rather than the former 
flat fee of $50 for course loads up to 20 
hours. 


In answer to a question from Carroll, 


he said faculty members have been 
granted salary raises as voted last year 
"except for the 90-day freeze period" 
instigated by President Nixon Aug. 15, 
and he expects the increment for that 
period to be forthcoming. 


Albritton praised NJC Coach Donnie 


Duncan for his efforts to place athletes 
on scholarships at senior colleges, and 
Dr. Jones reported two more signings 
imminent with Southern Methodist 
University. The President said the new 
athletic rule allowing freshmen to play 
varsity football will have little effect on 
NJC but noted "We're trying to get it 
changed.", referring to the prior ruling 
that junior college athletes may not play 
in senior colleges before they graduate 
from junior colleges, which he said 
works a hardship on NJC athletes 
transferring to four-year institutions. 


Most of the brief meeting was taken up 


with a report from Dr. Jones on the four" 
upcoming adult education courses. They 
are: 


..."Real Estate II", the last 45 hours of 


the night course begun last semester 
attended by some 80 persons, with about 
half that many expected to attend the 
second part; which allows successful 
students to take a real estate broker's 
license. (The first half prepared suc- 
cessful students to sell real estate but not 
to qualify for the broker's licenses.) 
Real Estate II will meet in the Technical 
Arts Auditorium from 7-10 p.m. on 15 
consecutive Tuesdays beginning Feb. 1. 
Dr. Jones noted anticipated toughening 
of the rules for licensing in Texas may 
encourage many would-be real estate 
brokers to finish the requirements now 
in order to take advantage of the less 
stringent rules. Fee for Real Estate II is 
$40. 
- ...'"Conversational Spanish." Mostly a 
"fun" self-improvement course, it will 
be taught by Mrs. Dale (Barbara) Moe, 
wife of the new lav/ enforcement courses 
instructor at NJC, and will meet ten 
Mondays from 7 to 10 p.m. beginning 
Jan. 24. About 18 are expected to attend 
the course, which will cost $20. 


..."Police Academy" courses. Taught 


by Dale Moe, this will offer a total of 160 
hours of instruction, mostly in the basics 
of law enforcement and mostly for 
presently employed officers. Classes 
will last eight hours daily throughout the 
month of February. Dr. Jones said he 
did not expect a charge for individual 
officers, indicating there may be some 
federal funds to pay tuition. (EDITOR'S 
NOTE: Dr. Jones called The Daily Sun 
Tuesday morning to report that he has 
since discovered such federal funds are 
not presently available, but "We're 
working on it." Earlier Monday, the 
County Commissioners Court voted to 
pay the $25 tuition fee for two deputies to 
attend the Academy.) Dr. Jones said 
Corsicana Chief of Police Don Massey 
had indicated seven or eight local of- 
ficers will attend, and other area officers 
have been invited to attend. (NOTE: But 
Chief Massey's prediction of seven or 
eight officers in attendance was also 
based on the expectation that there 
would be some federal assistance with 
tuition.) 


..."Short 
Course 
in 
Financial 


Management for Small 
Business 


Executives." This is the second in a 
series for area businessmen to be con- 
ducted by a federal Small Business 
Administration official, with four 


classes following a Jan. 31 beginning, 
Dr. Jones said. Tuition will be $5. 


In other matters, Dr. Jones indicated 


plans are being made for NJC ad- 
ministration officials to canvass cities in 
a large area of North-Central Texas to 
investigate possibilities for "off- 
campus" classes to better serve the 
educational needs of the area. He said 
the legislature has authorized such 
"extension" classes for operation by 
NJC, and courses for adults. The idea is 
to take the college classroom to in- 
terested adults who might not be able to 
attend classes on the local campus. "I 
see where it would be a growing 
program, and we would (eventually) 
have to have a full-time director," he 
remarked. In answer to a question from 
Hooser, the President noted the State 
would probably assist with the cost of 
such courses. 


Back to the NJC faculty, Dr. Jones 


reported completion Monday of the new, 
between-semesters in-service training 
session for NJC teachers, made possible 
by the new "common (state-wide) 
calendar" for colleges in which teachers 
are on duty for about a week between 
Christmas and the return of students. 


Dr. Russell Davis, director of the 


Junior College Center of East Texas 
State University, presided over two 
daily morning general sessions for 
lectures and a daily afternoon "rap 
session" for group discussion of 
problems, procedures, philosophies and 
expectations in the junior college field. 


About 20 faculty members par- 


ticipated in the Jan. 4-7 and Jan. 10 
program, with some of them doing extra 
"homework" for college credit. 


Dr. Jones reported that registration 


would be held Tuesday morning for the 
spring session at NJC. 


And, finally, he called board mem- 


bers' attention to recent newspaper 
stories indicating the Texas attorney 
general's office has ruled the 1971 ethics 
bill unconstitutional, saying this means 
members of such boards won't have to 
file personal financial reports, as a 
result. 


In addition, he said, it has been ruled 


that college teachers may not change 
their initial choice of accepting the "old" 
teachers' retirement plan or the new so- 
called "optional" plan, although 
teachers may still take their pick of the 
plans. The new plan has tended to be 
popular with younger teachers, he said. 


The meeting ended without a formal 


vote at 5:30.

1,600 American servicemen are 
prisoners of war. This is a test of 
our moral fiber to stand up for 
these men who serve our nation. 
We must not forget them," he 
said. 


County Commission To Take 
Bids on Fire Truck for City

Navarro County Commissioners Court 


Monday voted to take bids Jan. 24 on a 
pickup truck to be outfitted as a fire 
truck for use by the City of Corsicana 
rather than amend a contract whereby 
the county paid Corsicana $400 annually 
heretofore to answer fire alarms outside 
the city. 


The Court will meet at 10 a.m. that 


date to receive the bids on a one-ton 
pickup truck which will replace a three- 
quarter ton pickup truck of the Cor- 
sicana Fire Department which was 
demolished several months ago while 
answering a fire alarm out in the county. 


The City had requested the county 


increase the annual payment, or in lieu 
of that, furnish a replacement fire truck. 


In other action, bids received from 


three dealers on the proposed purchase 
of one or more two-ton trucks were taken 
under consideration. The Court had 
called for bids with and without trade-in 
allowance on a 1967 truck. Bids received 
included: Goins-Weatherby Ford Sales, 


$3,740 without trade, $3,035 with trade; 
Bruner Chevrolet, Kerens, $3,868.62 
without, $3,297 with; Tom White 
Chevrolet, $3,752.20 Without, $3,037.20 
with. 


The Court voted to increase the 


surgical schedule benefits for county 
employes under their hospitalization and 
medical policy with Great American 
Insurance Co. from a maximum of $400 
to a new maximum of $900. This will be 
at a cost to the county of 78 cents per 
employe and at a cost to the employe for 
his dependents covered by the policy at a 
cost of $1.51. 


Authorization was voted by the Court 


for the county auditor to pay Navarro 
Junior College an enrollment fee of $25 
each for two deputy sheriff's, Bryan 
Dunagan and Ronald Moses, to enroll in 
a basic law enforcement course of 160 
hours being offered by the college Jan. 
31 through Feb. 25. 


County Judge Kenneth Douglas ex- 


plained that under a new state law, 
deputies and other police officers hired 
after March.l, 1971, must complete 140 


hours in law enforcement work to 
become accredited officers under new 
Law Enforcement Commission stan- 
dards and regulations. 


Since these two deputies were em- 


ployed after that date it is mandatory 
they receive the prescribed course of 
training, the Court acknowledged. 


Routinely, the Court approved for 


payment bills and claims for December 
presented by County Auditor John D. 
George amounting to $24,410.61 from the 
general fund and $18,089.65 from the 
road and bridge fund. Bills and claims 
for Memorial Hospital amounting to 
$107,750.91, which the hospital board 
previously 
had 
approved, 
were 


presented by Gene Barron, hospital 
administrator, and likewise were ap- 
proved as a formality by the Court. 


With all business .on its agenda han- 


dled during the morning session, the 
Court recessed for lunch making itself 
available during the afternoon to any 
citizen having business to bring before 
the County Commissioners.

during 1971 than at any time since 
1967. 


Through the end of the year, 


there had been 106 new i 
v 


dwellings built or under way, 
along with two more large size 
cottages begun on the Corsicana 
State Home camous which 
collectively 
$1,660,652 of 


campus 
accounted 
for 


the year's total 


$2,338,927 in new construction. 


In fact, the $313,000 cost of the 


State Home cottages begun in 
September 
represented 
the 


largest project-dollarwise»of the 
year, 


Corsicana has been setting 


construction records of one type 
or another for the past 20 years 
and has long been noted for 
construction of an unusually high 
number of new single family 
residences for a town of its size. 


The 106 new home starts of 1971 


were built at an estimated cost of 
$1,347,652.

Prior to 1971, the best "home 


building" years of the decade of 
the 1960s came in 1966 and 1967. 
There were 108 new homes in 1966

complex 
for 


$1,404,313. 


No new apartment complex 


was built in 1971 after several 
consecutive years in which there 
were from one to three added to 
the housing.

Gardener's Guide 


Planting, Pruning and Care of Fruit Trees Told 


By GENE SEARS 


Co. Agricultural Agent 


Home gardeners have several 


things to do during the next few- 
weeks while the temperatures 
are lower. 


Many 
have 
been 
asking 


questions about fruit trees in 
relation to pruning, dormant 
season insect control and also 
setting out new trees. 


We will attempt to discuss all 


three 
of 
these 
questions; 


however, if you still need ad- 


ditional information on these 
subjects, lecl free to call the 
county agents office 


During the dormant season, 


this being the winter time when 
fruit trees are not growing, they 
should be treated for three dif- 
ferent insects. These insects ar 
San Jose scale; however, the leaf 
curl and peach tree borer 
treatment can be made as 
needed. 
This will depend on 


whether the problem shows up, if 


so, then treatment should be 
followed each year until there are 
no traces of the problem. 


In treating the fruit trees for 


scale, apply a dormant oil spray 
during January. Use four gallons 
miscible oil - 97 percent oil 
emulsion mixed in 100 gallons of 
water. 
Give the tree a good 


soaking. 


If leaf curl has been a problem, 


a fungicide such as bordeaux mix 
can be applied with the scale 
treatment. 


Other chemicals which may 


also be used to control leaf curl 
include a fixed copper or forbam. 


We probably receive more calls 


during the year about borers than 
any other insect. Many of these 
problems we soon learn may or 
may not be borers. Since' most 
everyone has heard of borers, 
they immediately assume that 
borers are the problem when 
something attacks a tree. 


In our area, we normally can 


expect problems occasionally 


from about three different kinds 
of borers - twig borers, shot hole 
borers, and the peach tree borer. 
There are many other species of 
borers and can be found oc- 
casionally working in trees in the 
county; however, we do not see 
these until the tree has been 
severly damaged and weakened 
from some other cause. 


Chemical treatment does not 


do a good job of controlling the 
twig borer and the shot hole borer 


even though treatment will help 
some. 


The peach tree borers can be 


treated and controlled but these 
insects normally will not attack 
any type tree except the peach 
tree. 
Unlike most other tree 


borers the peach tree borers 
attack a healthy, vigorously 
growing tree. They can best be 
controlled during the dormant 
season using paradichloroben- 
zene crystals. In more simple 
terms, moth balls which are 


broken into small crystals will do 
the job. Treat trees when the soil 
is dry and soil temperature is 55 
degrees F. or above. Remove 
weeds, loosen and levpl soil about 
12 to 15 inches from the tree 
trunk. 
Place 
the 
paradi- 


c h l o r o b e n z e n e 
c r y s t a l s 


in a narrow circular band, 
preferrable in a groove about 2 
inches from the trunk. 
Place 


several shovels of clean soil over 
the crystals and mound the earth 


into a cone-shaped pile about 6 
inches high around the base of the 
tree. Avoid pushing any of the 
material against the tree, since 
the crystals can cause injury. 
Compact the soil with the back of 
the shovel. 
Remove earth 


mounds in early spring. For two 
and three year old trees, use 4 
ounce of crystals; four to five 
year old trees, use 34 ounce of 
crystals; for mature trees use 
one ounce of crystals.

Apples Sometimes Called 'Fruit of Thousand Uses'

APPLES: What's so good about 


an apple? That question could 
start an interesting discussion. 
Apples have been given credit for 
everything, including magic. One 
a day will "keep the doctor 
away." Or, it has been said that a 
raw apple is better than a tooth- 
brush. 


And, 
from the standpoint of 


menu planning, apples are 
sometimes called "the fruit of the 
thousand uses " 


Actually, apples are not a 


source of any one specific 
nutrient, but they are a delightful 
mixture of modest amounts of a 
number 
of important 
food 


nutrients. 


They are relatively low in 


calories — 1 medium apple (one- 
third pound, 2 inches by 2M> in- 
ches) and has only 70 calories. 
Most of the energy supplied by 


apples comes from quickly 
available fruit sugars. So they're 
popular as snack items and quick 
picker-uppers. 


You can rate apples high on 


pleasurable eating. Raw apples 
reach their peak in delightful 
goodness when eaten out of hand. 
But they're also a good foun- 
dation for every fruit salad 
imaginable. They go with 
bananas, nuts, celery, cabbage, 
and other crisp salad greens. 


Sheer enjoyment is reason 


enough to eat apples. But don't 
overlook health and nutrition 
reasons. Everyone needs fruits 
and vegetables every day — at 
least 4 servings. 


If your family's menus are low 


in this food group, can you think 
of any better way to increase the 
intake than by the proverbial 
"apple a day?" Apples are an 
especially good choice now that 
they are so abundant. 


Here are a few exciting ways to 


use the abundance of apples now 


in your markets: 


For a "special party salad": 


mix together apples and other 
fruits in season with celery, 
lettuce, and cashew nuts. Blend 
in mayonnaise thinned with 
whipping cream. Place in a 
lettuce cup and top with vanilla 
ice cream or a scoop of orange 
sherbet. A salad meal designed to 
please. As a matter of fact, this 
idea could easily be turned into a 
festive and compliment-winning 
dessert! 


APPLE CHEESE SALAD 
Wash, but don't peel, 3 to 4 red 


skinned apples. Dice to measure 
2 cups. Place in bowl along with 1 
cup thinly sliced celery, % cup 
drained, canned pineapple tid- 
bits, \'z cup cubed cheddar 
cheese, and 
Mz cup creamy 


Russian dressing (mayonnaise 
blended with sour 
cream, 


sparked with grated horseradish 
and seasoned with tarragon 
vinegar). Toss gently until salad 
dressing coats all. Serve on 


lettuce ... as 4 generous portions. 
Excellent with a piping hot bowl 
of split pea soup. 


TANGY APPLE COMPOTE 
Wash, peel, core, and dice 4 red 


apples. Place in bowl. Add I 
12 


cups each of seedless grapes, 
drained crushed pineapple, and 
ginger ale. Gently mix. Portion 
into compote or cocktail glasses. 
Using 
l/2 cup shredded coconut, 


garnish the tops. An excellent, 
light-hearted way to open a heavy 
meal. Makes 8 servings. 


CRUNCHY APPLE RINGS: 
Don't have time to sautee apple 


slices to go along with that pork 
entree? Then try this. Wash and 
core red apples, but do not pare. 
Slice into rings about '2 inch 
thick. Dip in lemon juice and 
sprinkle lightly with sugar. If you 
like, finely chop some watercress 
or parsley...and decorate the top 
of each slice. Serve with crisp 
brown-and-serve pork sausages, 
frizzled ham, smoked pork butt, 
baked pork chops or ham.

KERENS—Navarro County Deputy 


Sheriff Bryan Dunagan today said a 
case, in which a 43-year-old Kerens man 
is charged with burglary with attempt to 
rape, is still under investigation by the 
Sheriff's Department.

After added discussion, he said 


heaving at the end of the sidewalk could 
have taken place and it would perhaps 
be necessary to cut it down "three or 
four inches." 


The second problem is a gas leak 


which was repaired by school district 
maintenance men. 


Droemer told the board the pipes for 


the gas line were installed by a sub- 
contractor who received them from 
another source. He said "somewhere 
down the line" the wrapping around the 
pipes was scarred, which resulted in 
electrolysis, or the wearing of a hole in 
the pipe, causing the leak. 


Tharp said, "I simply recommend that 


the board consider the installation of 
annods for protection," adding it would 
take two of the devices on the system. 
Droemer added that if any additional 
leaks appear, they would do so in the 
"next three or four months. After that 
they should be good for the next 15 
years." 


Dr. James Price asked who would be 


responsible for paying the additional 
price and Tharp replied it would be the 
school district's because it would be an 
addition to the building, instead of a 
repair expense. 


No action on the matter was taken by 


the board. 


The third and last problem is a roof 


leak over the kitchen area, which the 
contractor told the board would be 
repaired this week. 


In other discussion during the 


meeting, high school principal David 
Ingram told the board that thefts and 
"wandering students" had diminished 
on the high school parking lot since a 
man had been on duty to watch the area. 


However, he asked if another exit 


would be provided because of the traffic 
jam each afternoon. 


In reply, Seale told the board and 


Ingram the lot was designed by a state 
highway safety engineer who had stated 
that more than one exit was the key 
problem in accidents on parking lots 
opening onto highways. 


"I know it isn't expedient," admitted 


Seale, "but safety is our prime ob- 
jective." 


The board agreed to employ a wat- 


chman for the parking area at 
ballgames so that drive lanes would be 
cleared for the events. 


Ingram and Lee Pennington, assistant 


superintendent of instruction, gave the 


board a report on the CHS computer 
system, which was recommended for re- 
use by Ingram, Pennington and Seale. 


At a previous meeting, the board had 


discussed the possibility of employing a 
full-time clerk to fill out the records the 
computer was presently doing. CHS 
records and information are sent to San 
Antonio to be compiled and recorded. 
This includes scheduling and grading, at 
the cost of $.74 for scheduling, $.75 for 
grading and $.13 for maintenance of 
records per student. 


Ingram said he felt the computer freed 


counselors to see students. He added, 
"There has not been time during the 
day, at least not over ten minutes, when 
there hasn't been a student in one of the 
offices (of the three counselors) or a line 
of them waiting outside." 


"Is it worth it?" asked Dr. James 


Price with Ingram answering, "Most 
definitely."

At the recommendation of Ingram, 


two CHS students wljo were expelled 
from the high school last semester were 
expelled for this semester, also. A third 
student has returned to school, said 
Ingram. 


The board tabled a request for an in- 


district transfer, pending further in- 
formation on the case. 


Seale announced that a textbook 


hearing would be Feb. 1 and 2 in the 
school administration building, with 
representatives of the publishing firms 
present. He noted that a sample of each 
book up for adoption is on display in 
Pennington's office. 


Euin Frank, assistant superintendent 


of fiscal affairs, reported that all but one 
roof leak at Fannin Elementary were 
repaired and had stemmed from con- 


densation in the air conditioning system. 
He also said leaks in Drane still were not 
repaired because "I can't find anyone 
who will do it," adding "I know they've 
been there 12 years." 


Board members also reviewed five 


points concerning the recent court 
decision in San Antonio regarding school 
tax allocations. 


They include: the fact that ad valorem 


taxes were not ruled unconstitutional; 
the court ruling did question the con- 
stitutionality of matching funds from 
state to local districts; the matter of 
fund money will effect local district 
building programs; an appeal was made 
to the Federal Court in San Antonio in a 
recent meeting of the State Board of 
Education for permission to have the 
ruling heard before the U.S. Supreme 
Court; and the two year limit for 
resolving the problem is a matter of 
concern as it effects public school 
financing. 


Seale reported there was no executive

But No Fault Found in Baby's Death 


Hospital Emergency Room Has Problems

The adequacy of emergency room 


services at Navarro County Memorial 
Hospital was discussed in a conference 
Wednesday afternoon attended by the 
Hospital Board of Managers chairman, 
the hospital director and the hospital 
chief of staff. 


Questions which arose in connection 


with the recent death of a four-month-old 
infant who had received treatment but 
was not admitted to the local hospital, 
and a complaint early this week by the 
parents of another infant who was 
treated at the hospital, led to an inquiry 
by The Daily Sun. 


After investigation of the case in- 


volving the death of the infant, it was 
found that the parents had indeed taken 
their child to the emergency room here, 
that he had an above-normal tem- 
perature, was examined by a physician 
and given an injection and a prescription 
for oral medication. 


The child was not admitted to the 


hospital. The doctor felt that the child 
could be treated through out-patient 
care. 


The parents took the infant home and a 


few hours later decided to take him to a 
hospital in Hillsboro where a physician 
examined the child. This doctor con- 
curred with the opinion of the Navarro 
County Memorial Hospital doctor, that 
the case could be handled through out- 
patient care. The Hillsboro physician 
asked the parents to return with the 
child at 5:45 p.m. that same afternoon. 


The parents returned to the Hillsboro 


Hospital at about 4:30 p.m. with the child 
seriously ill. The physician admitted the 
child 
immediately, 
administered 


medication and ordered that the infant 
be given a sponge bath to reduce the 
fever. The doctor stayed on the case 
until the child died about 2:55 a.m. the 
next day. 


Cause of the child's death, according 


to the Hillsboro physician, was at first 
believed to have been influenza with 


pneumonia because the X-rays showed 
beginning pneumonia, but he later 
decided it was possibly an overwhelming 
infection which "caused the heart to go 
bad." 


Reasons for the child's not being 


admitted at Navarro County Memorial 
Hospital were presented during the 
Wednesday conference in the hospital 
conference room. 


Chief of Staff Dr. Robert Bone said 


records show the infant displayed 
symptoms of acute illness which ap- 
peared to be a middle ear infection. The 
usual treatment for this is a penicillin 
injection followed by oral penicillin. 


"This generally gets them well on the 


first visit," he said. 


Bone commented that the concept of 


medical treatment has changed since 
the days when doctors could make 
numerous house calls. He said the 
concept of medical care now is to bring 
ill persons to the hospital where the 
facilities allow for better service to 
patients. 


"Usually they can be treated and 


taken back home and recover just as 
well (as they would if admitted to the 
hospital)," Bone said. 


In the other case involving a child, a 


Corsicana man said his 14-month-old son 
had developed a high fever and he took 
him to the county hospital here. He told 
The Daily Sun they had to wait two hours 
before the doctor arrived after having 
been summoned to the emergency room. 
They added that another mother also 
had to wait the two hours with her baby 
suffering from diarrhea. 


After the baby was treated, it was not 


admitted to the hospital. The parents 
took the baby home and she sponge- 
bathed him. His temperature dropped 
shortly thereafter, and the child got well. 


In regard to this case, Bone com- 


mented that on the day the child was 
taken to the emergency room, the child's 
regular physician was working in the 
county on flu cases and was not 
available, so another doctor took the 


case. He ordered a blood count on the 
child and in the meantime took several 
other calls with other patients. He said 
the lab results on the blood count took 
something over half-an-hour for com- 
pletion, so the extra waiting period 


before the child was treated was ac- 
tually only about one hour and 15 
minutes. 


The parents said they asked for 


several other doctors when the child's 
doctor did not arrive, but were told none 
of them was available at the time. 


Dr. Bone, however, said he was in and 


put of the emergency room that day and 
other doctors were available if the 
family wanted one. 


The Chief of Staff said when there is a 


flu epidemic in the area it is not un- 
common for people to wait an hour or 
two in the doctors' offices. 


Dr. Bone commented that this par- 


ticular afternoon the hospital was full 
and only emergency beds 
were 


available. He said when there are plenty 
of beds available borderline emergency 
cases are admitted to the hospital by the 
doctors. He felt this could be handled as 
an out-patient case. 


"In this case, the facts are that the 


child was well the next day," the 
physician said. 


In discussion concerning problems in 


the hospital's emergency room, Hospital 
Administrator Gene Barron commented 
that only about 30 per cent of the cases 
are what the hospital would consider 
real emergencies. 


"It's amazing how many cases come 


in that are not really emergencies at 
all," Dr. Bone said. He addi-d that many 
patients come to the emergency room 
and purposely do not go to their doctor's 
office because they have an account 
there. 


• Barron said the hospital averages 
having to write off about seven per cent 
of its cases as bad debt accounts. He 
added that about 60 per cent are 
Medicare and Medicaid patients, and 


about 33 per cent are patients who pay 
their own bills. 


In describing the emergency room 


procedure, Dr. Bone said any time a 
patient comes in for an emergency a 


doctor is called. The nurse is prohibited 
by law from prescribing medication. She 
may call the doctor and he may 
prescribe something for the patient. 


When asked if there might be a

problem in nurses being reluctant to 
disturb doctors on call, Bone said some 
nurses are reluctant to call doctors 
because some doctors are "more vocal" 
than others. In all cases the nurse may 
not always agree with the doctor about 
emergencies. But if a doctor gets too far 
out of hand, disciplinary action is taken 
against him. 


Barron said a doctor will always be 


available in cases of a major accident. 
He said the police contact the hospital 
about the accident and the hospital 
summons the doctor by activating a 
"beeping" apparatus attached to his 
waist. The doctors on call carry two-way 
radio units supplied by the hospital if 
they do not have their personal units. 


Barron said there are about 23 or 24 


doctors who rotate on the emergency 
room roster to cover emergencies for 
those patients who do not have their own 
private physicians. 


"If they can't reach the doctor on call, 


they call another doctor," Barron said. 
"If other doctors cannot be reached, 
they call the chief of staff." 


He said the length of time a nurse 


waits and calls another doctor when a 
doctor she has already summoned does 
not arrive generally depends on the 
severity of the case. 


Barron commented that the hospital 


has expanded its emergency service by 
instituting a program to train all 
hospital staff in emergency treatment of 
heart attack victims. 


Barron admitted that one problem 


concerning the emergency room is lack 
of space. 


"Emergency room facilities are not 


large enough to take care of the load," 
he said, "but there's no money to pay for 
new facilities." He said the hospital 
could use more cubicles in which to 
place emergency patients. 


The amount of equipment is presently 


sufficient, according to Barron. The 
number of staff members would be 
essentially the same unless the number 
of cases goes up.

"Jaycees offer a young man a 


chance to do something for the 
community in which he lives, to 
get involved, and at the same 
time it offers a young man op- 
portunities 
to improve him- 


self," President Hanks said. He 
added 
that 
being 
in 
the 


organization for young men 21 to 
35 "can enhance your own per- 
sonality in its development and it 
can improve your opinions of 
your community and yourself 
when you feel you can do 
something for others." 


He points out the motto of «the 


organization 
is 
Jaycees- 


Leadership Training Through 
Community Development, and 
with only about 30 members in 
the Corsicana club, and certainly 
never more than 40 since he's 
been active it affords ample 
opportunities. 


"With as many projects as we 


have, I think it is obvious that 
almost everybody gets a chance 
to display his leadership ability 
and to improve it." 


Hanks believes there is no 


place to live than Corsicana and 
Navarro County. Though born 
here, the son of the late Hamp H. 
Hanks and Mrs. Hanks, who still 
resides at Powell, he spent most 
of his 
life in Powell until 


graduating from Texas Tech in 
1967 when he returned "home". 


He attended schools in Powell 


and Kerens graduating from high 
school there in 1962, and then 
attended N JC graduating there in 
1964. 
He took his B.B.A. in 


finance in insurance and real 
estate from Texas Tech, and 
followed in the footsteps of his 
father who had started a small 
insurance agency in Powell back 
in 1923. 


Although he had literally grown 


up in an insurance business at- 
mosphere, he didn't really make 
up his mind to make that his life's 
work until a sophomore at 
Navarro. 


With his degree in hand, he and 


his bride of a year, the former 
Beverly Chaffy, returned to 
Corsicana where he became an 
agent briefly for Pan American 
life Insurance Co. He joined the 
Jaycees 
while 
with Pan- 


American in 1967 and has been an 


active worker, booster and leader 
of the club since. 


He purchased the Cushman 


Insurance Co. from Mrs. Frances 
Cushman on Jan. 1,1968, and she 
remained associated with him in 
an advisory capacity for another 
two years, an interval .that saw 
them relocate their offices from 
State National Bank to its present 
address at 202 S. Beaton St. 


Hanks recalls the first months 


after joining the Jaycees in the 
summer of 1967 "I wasn't too 
active" as it was a period of 
looking, listening and observing 
how Jaycees function. He really 
got his feet wet for the first time 
as one of the club members 
working on that year's Christmas 
Parade and the Jaycees own 
float. A man can't very well be a 
member and not become in- 
volved in some capacity, Hanks 
observed, and the more involved 
he becomes, the more he wants to 
do. It's that sense of satisfaction. 


Being a Jaycee got to be more 


meaningful for him about that 
point because "for the first time I 
really got to know everyone in the 
club". 


His next big involvment came 


in 1968 when he worked in the 
beauty pageant under Chairman 
Jack Butler as a stagehand and 
doing any job that came to hand 
behind the scene in readying for 
what is one of the club's major 
projects each year. That same 
year, in April, he was elected 
Inner-Club Director on the board, 
now called the state director. The 
state organization sets mem- 
bership goals for clubs, goals for 
internal activation projects and 
several programs desinged to 
keep members within a chapter 
active and it is the responsibility 
of the inner-club director to keep 
tabs on these activities at the 
state level. 


Hanks, of course, has been 


active and had a hand in all 
Jaycee activities such as the 
annual Christmas Parade, the 
annual Jaycee Carnival, the 
Tiger Field parking lot paving 
project, but he's probably been 
more closely identified with the 
beauty pageant in which Miss 
Corsicana is selected each year 
to vie in the Miss Texas Contest 
than any other in the mind of the 
general public. 


That first year, 1968, working 


under the tutelage of Chairman 
Butler, he was named business 
manager for Miss Corsicana, who 
was Miss Morgana Lowe of 
Powell. They had grown up 
together in Powell and their 
parents were all lifelong friends. 
"We all went to the same church, 
too, the Powell Baptist Church." 


From business manager for the 


Corsicana entry in the 1968 state 
contest, Hanks "moved up" in 
two important categories the 
year following; he was elected 
second vice president of Jaycees 


and put in charge as chairman of 
the beauty pageant. His wife 
Beverly 
was 
the 
official 


chaperone in Fort Worth for Miss 
Corsicana of 1969, Miss Lillian 
Lambert of Corsicana. 


It got to be a Jaycee tradition 


that Dock would be chairman of 
the beauty pageant and he 
continued in that capacity in 1970 
when Miss Sylvia Wolaver of 
Burleson was Miss Gorsicana, 
and again in 1971 when Miss 
Sherry Norvell won the title. 


He is quick to say "don't give 


me all the credit now as just 
about everybody works in the 
beauty pageant, it's just that I've 
had the experience as chairman 
and they keep giving me the job." 
His modesty belies the fact that 
fellow Jaycees are expressing 
their confidence that he has 
demonstrated his adeptness at 
overseeing the multitude of 
problems and resolving them— 
with their help—each year. 


The 1971 Miss Corsicana 


pageant was a feather in the cap 
for Corsicana Jaycees in that the 
local pageant had two celebrities 
just every other towns' contest 
couldn't boast. That was the 
appearance here of the reigning 
Miss America, Phyllis George of 
Denton, who went on from 
winning the Miss Texas title to 
the national title, and her state 
successor, Belinda Myrick as the 
new Miss Texas. 


While Hanks was taking care of 


pageant duties, and being active 
in all other Jaycee programs, he 
was elected first vice president in 
1970, and in 1971 was elected 
president. 


Dock laughed that he's going to 


be the club's first "14-month 
president," explaining the local 
club has changed its fiscal year to 
co-incide with the state Jaycee 
year which means that when his 
successor is chosen in April, 
instead of taking office then, he 
won't assume the presidency 
from Hanks until June 1. "That 
makes me a 14-month president." 


A golfer, he and Beverly both 


are bowling enthusiasts and 
formerly bowled in a couple's 
league and his other hobby in- 
terests are photography and 
making tapes from his home 
stereo for friends to play in their 
car's tape player. 


His interest in photography 


was heightened when he began 
taking pictures at the Corsicana 
and state beauty pageants of the 
local contestants and eventually 
the city's nominee in Fort Worth. 


"I've always taken pictures 


since a small boy, but during the 
beauty pageants I bought a good 
camera and made pictures which 
the Daily Sun used of Miss 
Corsicana. Now, I got so in- 
terested I am thinking about 
putting in my own darkroom so I 
can do my own enlarging and 
film processing." 


How does Hanks as president 


see the role of the Jaycees in 
Corsicana and its future? "I think 
the club is just now beginning to 
define its own role in the com- 
munity. The basic idea of the club 
is to improve the community in 
any way that we can." 


He added that he regards as the 


"main challenge" to the local 
club right now "solving our own 
financial situation in regards to 
the miniature train." 


Bought three years ago, it has 


never been the recreational 
facility for the community's 
entertainment of youngsters as 
envisioned 
because 
of 


mechanical breakdowns which 
has prevented it from operating. 
The club owes almost $10,000 on it 
still, and Hanks considers that 
Jaycees have to rid themselves of 
the 
financial 
burden 
it 


represents, so they can devote 
themselves first and foremost to 
projects and programs more 
beneficial to the community. 


Would he recommend af- 


filiation with the Jaycees to other 
young men interested in doing 
more for their community and 
themselves: "Indeed, it's great 
to be a Jaycee" beamed 
President Dock Hanks.

Last year on this date, for in- 


stance, she boarded a Los 
Angeles-bound 747 for a visit to 
her granddaughter. And only five 
years before that she flew off on & 
visit to Montreal. 


So it's easy to understand how 


today's observance is pale by 
comparison. She expects to spend 
the day quietly at her home, 
surrounded by a few members of 
her 
family 
and 
probably 


receiving a handful of visitors. In 
light of the occasion, you'd think 
that today's birthday celebration 
would outshine them all. After 
all, it's her 100th. 


There's a reason for the 


comparatively quiet observance, 
however, and it has very little to 
do with Mrs. Thompson's age.

Critics argue it is 


immoral to substitute one ad- 
dictive drug, methadone, for 
another addictive drug, heroin, 
and quite a controversy rages 
over it. In late 1971, a state law 
was passed to bring methadone 
treatment 
programs 
under 


Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration guidelines, and 
private physicians may obtain 
federal permits to administer the 
drug to withdraw a patient from 
use of heroin.

Hudson admits to having no

young men. Hudson was one of 
the forty or so in the group that 
finally was granted a charter. 


"I spent many, many hours 


working with the Jaycees," he 
said, "and I remember every 
moment of it as valuable."
